3. Osinde has been following President Peron's instructions to refrain from 
moving against leading Communists, the theory being that more information 
can be obtained by allowing these individuals freedom of action. The Police, 
however, have continued to arrest numerous minor Communists and have attempted 
to secure information from them by means of intimidation and torture. 


Lh. For political reasons Peron findd it expedient to take no drastic measures 
against Communists at the present time.
